Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed why the IDS of 7 September 2001 was not considered 
and why the request for examination under 373 CFR 1129 did mean the IDS was considered. Ms. Koslow explained 
missed the 37 CFR 1 .129 request and that is why it was not addressed in the letter of 14 September 2001 . Ms. Koslow 
explained that the request for examination under 37 CFR 1 .129 couldn't be used to reopen examination in this 
application for consideration of the IDS since there are no pending rejections in this application. The statement in the 
suspension letter of 29 April 1 994 that all the claimed are allowable, meant that the final rejection of 1 0 January 1 994 
had been overcome and the case was now in the condition for allowance. Depending on the decision of the pending 
interference, the next office action will be either a Notice of Allowability or a new non-final action. Mr. Fong was given 
two options that he could pursue if he wished the IDS to be considered. One was a petition to waive the requirements 
of 37 CFR 1 .98(e) or file a CPA. Given the fact the cover sheets for the IDS admits the cited art was cited in an earlier 
filed case, it seems very unlike the petition would be granted. If applicant files a CPA, the length of enforcement of any 
resulting patent would only be for less than six years since the enforcement time would be 20 years based on the filing 
date of the application (5/23/1987). It is noted applicant could also wait for the decision of the interference and if it 
causes Ms. Koslow to issue a new action, applicant can refile the IDS after the new action with the required fee. The 
refiled IDS would be considered since a certification is not necessary if filed after a non-final action but before the final 
rejection.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.
